Indonesia, The 
Warlike Neutral 


President Sukarno's resounding threats of 
war against the Dutch over New Guinea have 
made that area one of the world’s sore spots. So 
far it is a minor one. But Indonesia apparently 
intends to keep it inflamed. 
The Netherlands has complained to the 
United Nations of several incidents. For ex­ 
ample, an Indonesian force, the Dutch charge. 
has landed on Waigeo. Dutch naval forces were 
ordered to this island, in the Radja Ampat 
archipelago off northwestern New Guinea. 
One of three 
B-25 bombers, obsolescent 
American planes, dropped bombs on a small 
Dutch naval vessel in the harbor of Gag, a small 
island not far from Waigeo, in a sudden attack 
without any reason. 
Such 
incidents 
suggest 
that 
Indonesia, 
recognizing that the Dutch cannot police all of 
N ew Guinea at once, are constantly trying to 
land infiltrators who can organize guerrilla war­ 
fare or stir up native resistance by the Papuans. 
Indonesian attacks continued during Dutch* 
Indonesian talks, which lasted only three days. 
Sukarno has intimated they are not likely to 
be resumed unless The Netherlands agrees in 
advance to give West New Guinea to Indonesia. 
The Dutch are preparing the Papuans for 
eventual independence many years hence, and 
Indonesia is unwilling to agree to Papuan self- 
determination or in t e n t i o n a l control.

Iran's Position With Soviet Union 
Similar To United States And Cuba 


WASHINGTON - Tho Shah of 
Iran, valiant ally of the United 
States, is in Washington this week 
conferring on the precarious posi­ 
tion he occupies cheek-and-joul 
with the Soviet Union 
That position in one sense is 
almost identical with that of Cuba 
and Hie United States, only worse 
The Russians for years have been 
itching to get access to Iran's 
warm-watcr route to the Indian 
Oilcan and have poker! a meddle­ 
some finger into Iranian politics; 
u e have intervened from time to 
tune in t uba 
Exactly 16 years ago almost to 
the month. Stalin staged his most 
daring attem pt to take over Iran.

heard 
Russian

carriers 
clanking past his house in the 
dead of night, sent frantic cables 
to the State Department. 
At first 
they were ignored.

Macao Safe Harbor For Chinese Refugees 


On December 31. 1952 
the gold reserve of the 
United States was $23,200,000,000; the gold reserve of 
all other countries outside of the Soviet Universal State 
amounted to $13,000,000,000. 
The gold reserve of the 
United States made the American dollar the most 
acceptable currency in the world. 
Most Western cur­ 
rencies were pegged to the dollar and the United States 
was regarded as the leading nation on Earth. 
Since the introduction of the Marshall Plan and a 
series of giveaways, the United States found itself at 
the end of 1961 with a gold reserve of only $16,900,000,- 
000 and the gold holdings of the other Western coun­ 
tries were $23,600,000,000, 
The American dollar is no 
longer as favored as it was formerly and the nation's 
economic and political leadership is being violently 
challenged all over the world. 
In addition, Soviet Russia has been pouring gold 
into the London. Amsterdam and Zurich m arkets and 
this gives the impression that Soviet Russia has con- 
*idetable gold. 


Foreign holdings of dollars may be exchanged 
for gold; American holdings of dollars may not he 
exchanged for gold. 
This, of course, encourages 
speculators to hold American dollars abroad, par­ 
ticularly in Switzerland. The banks act as agents 
but will not disclose who their principals are. There 
are lawyers in Switzerland who have numerous 
American clients. 
The main business of these 
lawyers is to handle American deposits in that 
country. 


The United States does not own enough gold to take 
care of its obligations. It owns not quite $17,000,000,000 
of gold, but $11,500,000,000 of that amount must be 
used to support the American dollar without regard to 
other obligations. 
What is sound money? 
It is money that is accepted readily in return for 
goods, services, labor, or earnings. The acceptability 
can be measured absolutely by the yardstick of value 
In a word, if in a store $1 will buy one dozen oranges 
one day but only half a dozen the next day and there 
is a plentiful supply of oranges, it can only m ean that 
the dollar is worth half as much. 
If for a century' a postage stam p in general circu­ 
lation for first class mail costs two cents, and is then 
raised to four cents, and again to five cents, for a 
reduced service, then either the currency is worth 
less, the managem ent inadequate or the labor costs 
have risen to meet the reduced value of money. 
Many 
psychological 
as 
well 
as 
economic and 
political factors enter into foreign exchange. 
For in­ 
stance, the Common Market not only perm its but en­ 
courages cartels: American companies are forbidden 
to join cartels within the United States but their sub­ 
sidiaries in foreign countries may join cartels in those 
countries. This can justify the depositing of American 
capital abroad and the export of jobs. 
It hardly makes sense giving an early \yaming. 
particularly when the country shows every evidence 
of prosperity. 
Nevertheless, this is the time to talk 
up and this is the time for the President and Congress 
to take urgent and im mediate steps to protect the value 
of the American economy and particularly the American 
dollar. 
In the Depression ot 1929, we waited too long. That 
Depression started in 1921 and became world-wide. The 
few prophets who gave warning in 1928 and early in 
1929. were laughted at. When the stock m arket finally 
cracked and the banks were caught over-extended, par­ 
ticularly in m ortgages, it was really too late to do 
much and the Depression, which ended its acute phase 
in 1932, ran on chronically until 1938 when the economy 
was rescued by war. 


■nj 
The sociological effects of that Depression are 


. » 
still taking their toll in national consciousness and 
morality. 
On the economic side, our government 
accepted the confusions of Keynesian economics 
under which we now still live because it is all that 
those under 50 were taught. The cost to this country 
is in efficiency, in know-how and in the market­ 
ability of .American goods. Private enterprise solves 
this problem by exporting jobs, hut the worker can­ 
not export himself or force American capital to 
stay at home. 


The result is what is called a flight of capital. By 
that is meant that American dollars are sent abroad, 
are there probably exchanged for local currencies: are 
invested in local industries and American unemploy­ 
ment increases. 
The Kennedy Administration is apparently conscious 
of the peril but. thus far, there is no evidence that a

UN cam e out of that one som e­ 
what scarred; hut it survived, and 
it went on to build stronger m a­ 
chinery at the Suez Crisis of 1956 
and the Congo Civil War of 1961 
The fart that the Senate has now 
backed the IIN bond issue to sup­ 
port that m achinery is another 
Victory for peace 


Molotov Policies Change 


At the tim e of Stalin's attem pt­ 
ed push into Iran 16 years ago. 
Foreign Minister Molotov was at 
the helm of Soviet policy; and 
Averell H arrim an. ex-Ambassador 
to Russia, then reported to the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit­ 
tee that it was Molotov's goal to 
bite off both Iran and the D ard­ 
anelles for Russia 
Today, Ambassador H arrim an, 
now Assistant Secretary of State, 
reports that he is getting good 
cooperation from the Russians in 
regard to Laos but not from the 
Red Chinese, and that the breach 
between the Chinese and Russians 
is probably unpatchable. 
Meanwhile both Stalin anti Molo­ 
tov. who engineered the old Rus­ 
sian grab policies in Iran and 
Korea, have been denounced by 
Khrushchev 
Latest denunciation 
was al the 22nd Party Congress 
in October to which Molotov had 
sent a letter arguing that war 


with the capitalist world was in­ 
evitable. 
Internal Russian policies are. of 
course, hard to fathom; they are 
also subject to change 
However, 
it would appear that the force of 
world opinion and the UN which 
stopped the Red arm y dead in its 
tracks in Iran in 1946 and which 
helped stop the Kennedy Admin­ 
istration in the Cuban invasion 
in 1961 have continued to check 
any further Russian excursions 
into Iran or any further American 
excursions into Cuba 
That does not moan, of course, 
that the Russians are not doing 
their best to unseat the Shah by 
internal combustion in Iran and 
that we are not trying to do the 
sam e to Castro in Cuba 
Note—The Shah is in Washing­ 
ton on the invitation of President 
Kennedy to head off any internal 
combustion 
He has already in­ 
stituted land reform on a wider 
scale than any other Near E ast­ 
ern leader.

ANNAPOLIS fAP —The Court 
of Appeals ruled Thursday that a 
Baltimore County woman could 
collect damages from her son for 
injuries she received while a pas­ 
senger in his automobile 
The high court, reversing a Bal­ 
timore County Circuit Court de­ 
cision, held that Robert G. Gavin 
was guilty of negligence in the 
accident by momentarily diverting 
his attention from heavy traffic in 
which he was driving 
His mother, Mrs Mary S Gavin, 
was thrown against the windshield 
of his car and then toppled back­ 
wards over the scat 
when he 
slammed on the brakes to avoid 
hitting the car ahead of him, 
which had stopped. 
The accident occurred Dec. 
2 1 , 
1957. while Gav in was taking his 
mother to a grocery store 
in 
Pikesville. 
In the mother s suit in lower 
court Judge John Orason Turnbull 
lilied that the son could not be 
clearly held guilty of primary neg­ 
ligence on the basis of the testi­ 
mony. 
The Court of Appeals, in re­ 
versing. said: "Under the testi­ 
mony and admissions we think 
that only one conclusion can prop­ 
erly be drawn, that the sole cause 
of the accident was the momen­ 
tary inattention of the driver in 
looking across the road."

necessary finesses, is may be 
observed from today’s hand. 
And yet, many players, afflict­ 
ed no doubt with a touch of 
laiiness, arc unable to master 
its technique, tho It Involves 
little more than transferring 
one’s self from the declarer’s 


seat over to the opposite side 
of the table in playing out the 
hand. 
The small slam !n spades 
was a sound undertaking, and 
West elected to open the ten of 
clubs. It appeared on the sur­ 
face that the success of tho 
contract would hinge on find­ 
ing E a s t with the king of 
hearts, but declarer was one 
of tho.se people who hated to 
take a losing finesse. He cast 
about for some other line that 
would offer better than a 50-50 
chance of success. 
Pre.sontly he saw t h a t by 
playing to establish the dummy 
he could eventually obtain a 
heart discard- on his fourth 
club. He therefore cashwl the 
ace and king of diamonds and 
trumped a third round with the 
queen of spades. Then he led 
the seven of spades and over­ 
took with the eight in dummy. 
East took his ace and returned 
a trump which was permitted 
to ride around to the ten. When 
all hands followed, declarer 
was in the home stretch. 
He trumped dummy’s re­ 
maining diamond with the king 
of spades, led a dub to the ace, 
and drew West’s last spade 
with dummy’s jack. The high 
clubs were cashed and a low 
heart was thrown on the fourth 
round. The ace of hearts and 
the six of spades took the final 
two tricks.

laxiness, are unable to master 
its technique, tho it involves 
little more than transferring 
one’s self from the declarer’s 


seat over to the opposite side 
of the table in playing out the 
hand. 
The small slam in spades 
was a sound undertaking, and 
West elected to open the ten of 
clubs. It appeared on the sur­ 
face that the success of tho 
contract would hinge on find­ 
ing E a s t with the ki ng of 
hearts, but declarer was one 
of those people who hated to 
take a losing finesse. He cast 
about for some other line that 
would offer better than a 50-50 
chance of success. 
Presently he saw t h a t by 
playing to establish the dummy 
he could eventually obtain a 
heart discard- on his fourth 
club. He therefore cashed the 
ace and king of diamonds and 
trumped a third round with the 
queen of spades. Then he led 
the seven of spades and over­ 
took with the eight in dummy. 
East took his acc and returned 
a trump which was permitted 
to ride around to the ten. When 
all hands followed, declarer 
was in the home stretch. 
He trumped dummy’s re­ 
maining diamond with the king 
of spades, led a club to the ace, 
and drew West’s last spade 
with dummy’s jack. The high 
clubs were cashed and a low 
heart was thrown on the fourth 
round. The ace of hearts and 
the six of spades took the final 
two tricks.
